SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick Votzen-Spiele is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video slick contains five photographs and text in German. Four of the 
photographs show either bottles or whole hands inserted into women’s vaginas. The 
women depicted are degraded and dehumanised to a high degree by the focus in the 
photographs on the vagina and how far it can be stretched during penetration. The 
use of medium close-up shots in some of these photographs exacerbates the 
degrading and dehumanising effect. 

The video slick degrades and dehumanises women to such a degree that the 
availability of the video slick is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 
These depictions of vaginal penetration by large objects present as primarily being for 
the sexual arousal of the viewer rather than the gratification of the women depicted. 
The overall effect of the slick is the presentation of women as being little more than 
anonymous objects in which to insert hands and bottles. 

Sections 5, 6 and 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) have 
been considered in relation to the video slick and weighed against the provisions in s3 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. Given the high degree 
to which the video slick degrades and dehumanises women and the resultant 
likelihood of injury to the public good, classifying the video slick objectionable is a 
reasonable and justified limitation on the freedom expressed in si 4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
